VETERAN'S GUIDE 


Issuance of insurance policies to 
replace temporary certificates on 
most forms of national service life 
insurance will begin in the near fu- 
ture by the Veterans administration 
central office in Washington, D.C. 

No action on the part of the vet- 
eran will be necessary to obtain the 
new policies which will contain pro- 
visions of the NSLI contracts out- 
lined in the NSLI law. Veterans 
are urged not to write VA about 
their policies. 

Policies will be issued on renewed 
term contracts and for those con- 
verted to any of the six permanent 
forms. Certificates that have been 
issued on the original term insur- 
ance will remain in effect until the 
insurance is renewed or converted.

Always interesting is a comparison Bill who want to transfer tb another 


of the property tax burden in Men- 
lo Park in relation to our neigh- 
boring cities. Accompanying this 
article is a tabulation showing the 
overall adjusted rates of the cities 
of San Mateo County. No attempt 
was made to include Santa Clara 
County, as assessment practices in 
California counties are beginning to 
vary considerably, and comparisons 
between counties lose validity. 

The most interesting observation 
is the closeness of the overall-bur- 
den among cities. Excluding San 


Mateo and Hillsborough, the high ° 


and low cities, all are within 8 per 
cent of the 11-city average of $8.13. 
The grouping is so close that a city 
near the bottom this year may be 
near the top next, and vice versa. 
Menlo Park, with a higher rate than 
six cities and a lower rate than four, 
is less than 2 per cent above the 
average. The adjusted city rate in 
Menlo Park is lower than seven and 
higher than three, but addition of 
the special districts performing nor- 
mal municipal functions (fire, sew- 
ers, hospital and library) brings 
Menlo Park below the rates of three 
cities and above the rates of seven. 
Menlo Park’s elementary school rate 
is higher than the rates of the 
elementary schools in seven cities 
and lower than the rates in two. 


, The high school rate is lower than 


in all of the other cities not in the 
Sequoia district. The junior college 
rate is the same in all the cities 
in the San Mateo Junior college 
district. All other cities in the 
county pay a 13-cent rate for tuition 
of students resident in the county 
but outside the district. The; total 
education tax in Menlo Pa:xk is 
higher than in four cities but lower 
than in five. The city councils of 
the respective cities, of course, con- 
trol only the city tax rate itself, 
which varies between 8 and 35 per 
cent of the total tax burden. 

Now a word as to how the tabu- 
lation was derived. In Atherton, 
Belmont and Menlo Park the as- 
sessment of property and collection 
of taxes is delegated to the county, 
so that city tax rates are comparable 
to county rates. In the other cities 
assessment of property is perform- 
ed by a separate city assessor and 
valuations are, except in Hillsbor- 
ough, higher than the county valu- 
ation of the same properties. The 
nominal city rate, therefore, must 
be adjusted before it can be added 
to the county rate. Then in some 
cities functions are performed by 
districts that are normally city ser- 
vices, so that to make a valid com- 
parison of the cost of all such ser- 
vices, the special district rates must 
be added, although they are not 
controlled by the city councils. 

For example, let us take the City 
of Burlingame. The city rate is 


= $1.60 per $100 of assessed valuation. 


A home assessed by the county at 
$2,000, however, would on the aver- 
age carry a valuation of $2,500 by 
the city assessor. Thus the city 
tax bill ($40) is the same as though 
the city rate were $2.00 and the 
county valuation used. However, as 
the City of Burlingame operates its 
own water department, street lights, 
fire department, sewer department 
and public library, the special dist-

It is interesting to note variations 
in the various rates among the cit- 
ies. South San Francisco has the 
highest high schgol rate and (except 
for Hillsborough) the. lowest ele- 
mentary school rate. San Mateo has 
one of the higher city rates, the 
highest elementary school rate, and 
the second highest high school rate. 
Combined this puts the total rate at 
almost ten dollars, and almost 22 
per cent above the average. Con- 
versely, Hillsborough is the wealth- 
iest city in the State and supports 
above average city and schcol serv- 
ices at a rate 17 per cent below the 
average. The Belmcnt county water 
district sells water below cost, and 
the tax rate for the difference puts 
Belmont over the average for the 
group. Burlingame, in the other 
hand, derives a revenue from water 
sales that contributes to city revenue 
and accounts in some part for the 
below-average tax rate for all mun- 
icipal functions.

QUESTION: Are dependents of a 
World War I veteran, who died of 
causes not due to service, entitled to 
death pension? 

ANSWER: In most cases, they are 
entitled to death pension benefits. 
The widow is disqualified if her an- 
nual income exceeds $1,000, or $2,500 
if she has a child or children. A 
child is ineligible if his or her in- 
come exceeds $1,000 per year. A 
widow loses her entitlement upon 
remarriage, and children normally 
become ineligible when they reach 
age 18.

Veterans in San Mateo County 
who entered mlitary service from 
California may be eligible for both 
educational assistance and farm- 
home financing benefits provided by 
the state, according to Floyd D. 
Granger, Veterans Service Officer. 

From time to time, Granger said, 
inquiries by veterans reveal a wide- 
spread misconception in this re- 
gard. 

Many veterans have hesitated to 
apply for educational aid in the * 
mistaken belief that by so doing 
they would lose out on eligibility for 
the farm and home purchase plan, 
Granger reported. This was true 7 x 
prior to 1946. But action by the 
state legislature in that year re- 
pealed a section of the military and 
veterans code containing the restric- 
tion and made both types of bene- 
fits available to all eligible veterans.
